the leaft Regard to the general Scale of 
Trade; had they confider’d what a-confi- 
derable Trade. we drove to Flanders with 
our woollen Manufaéure, and how this 
Prohibition would incenfe the Spanifh Goo 
vernment there, they-would certainly have 
contider’d better of it, before. they had cone 
cluded to give fo fatal a Stroke te their 
Countries Profperity. 

But like the Vote againft the making the 
Soldiers Clothes in Zollend, by which to 
employ afew Exgiifh Taylors at home, you 
loft clothing 80000 Men a year in the Duscb 
Service with Englifh Cloth; and which ime 
mediately funk the sie ad Kerfies 10 5.

pafs’d, by which to employ a few Lace Ma- 
kers at home, you prohibited the Impar- 
tation of Flanders Lace 5 and the Flemings, 
as who could expect any other? immediatee 
ly prohibit your woollen Manufaétures upon 
pain of Death; and fa at once you ftab’d 
the Nation “ia the moft fenfible Part, the 
very Vitals of her Trade, viz. her Woollen 
Goods to above 250000 J, a Year,

Service here, for our frequent Mourn- 
ings, which thofe Thea baatsts bad betser 
havé took care so bave regulated, foon funk 
the Lace Trade to fuch alow.

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at leaft, and is not like to recover it {elf 
to any Degree. 

After this Abridgment of our excentrick 
Meafures here in Trade, I come to my 
Point, which is to remind our Merchants, 
that now is the Junéture, when by the 
great Influence her Majefty has over the 
Flemifh Government, and while his Grace 
the Duke of Merlborough is upon the Spot, 
faving them from Deftruétion and French 
Bondage} this prejudicial Probibition may 
be releafs’d in Flanders, and our Trade for 
the Woollen Manufactures there be revived 
and reftored. 

Nor is there any doubt, but at the firft 
Motion that way from the Government 
here, the Matter may be immediately ad- 
jufted, any more than ic is to be queftion’d, 
that her Majefty, whofe Ears are always 
open to the juft Requefts, and the true 
Intereft of her Subjeéts, will on the firft 
Matiog, for aching fo publickly beneficial 
tothe Nation in general, be very forward 
to efpoute fo great an Article of Trade, and 
obtain fo contiderable a Grievance to be 
cedrefs'd.
